RE: Budget Adjustment Ordinance 


In accordance with the City's Budget Adjustment Policy, requests for budget 
adjustments must be submitted to the Controller's office by March 1, June 1, 
September 1, and November 1. Attached is an ordinance detailing those 
appropriation requests submitted by June 1. They have been approved by the 
respective Division Head, the Controller, and the Mayor. 

This ordinance is a request to appropriate additional funds into a departmental 
budget. The funding for these requests comes from unexpected revenue or 
unobligated fund balance carried over from the prior year.

Following are reasons for the larger requested appropriations:

2. Data 

$30,240 Maintenance for Rolm phone switch was not budgeted due to new 

phone system. Delays have caused need for maintenance in 
1995. 


3. Communications 

$34,000 Ceiling and floor renovations. 

4. Law Enforcement Training Fund 

$32,300 For motorcycle replacements. An amount had been cut from the 

95 budget by Council. It was mistakenly stated that these 
funds were for a target simulator when they were in fact 
slated for these motorcycle replacements. 

5. Transportation 

$190,960 This is the ISTEA share of project for Illinois Road, from 
Magnavox to Jefferson, that will be reimbursed to the City. 

6. Fire 

$549,361 To appropriate wage increases for fire fighters. A larger 
amount had been set aside in unobligated balance during the 95 
budget process for this purpose.

Dear Kathy: 

The additional appropriation requested for the Police Departments budget will be used to allow more 
Police Department employees (civilian and sworn) to access the Spillman Public Safety Software system. 
The software’s functionality provides a mechanism for an increase in the departments productivity. The 
Police Department currently has 1 computer that is shared by 44 investigators on the day shift and 17 
investigators on the evening shift. This appropriation would allow for a PC on every third or fourth 
investigators desk. The Police Academy is currently equipped with 2 non-networked PC’s that cannot 
access the Spillman software. This appropriation will pay for the installation of a network and additional 
PC’s at the academy. 


In addition to the above mentioned projects this appropriation will be used to purchase, hard drives, 

Onyx TCP/IP software, Windows Software, DOS upgrades, and Word Perfect for the Unix mainframe. 

I am working with Melanie Hickman to develop an itemized list that I will forward to you. 

My inventory of the P.O.C’s computers, and discussions with Chief Moore and his staff, have identified 
a need for approximately $50,000 in additional funds. We are exploring cost saving options including 
making purchases and pick ups directly from the factory where possible. 

This request for additional dollars could be phased in ove r a period of approximately 8 to 12 months. I 
would recommend that the project be started wit^j35,0007^ith the remaining dollars being re- 
appropriated later this year or included in next years budgets. These dollars would be directed into the 
line for computer hardware and software purchases from the general fund dollars.
